1, At the Director's meeting, I/Ir, Dulles and I reopened question of 
NIE-7^'s sanguine statement, "There is no present indication that Tudeh 
can take over by infiltration," and a.lso its failure to discuss the possi- 
bility that medium sized oil companies as opposed to "small independents"^ 
on the one hand and "majors" on the other, might move substantial quantities 
of Iranian oil. DCI agreed that in these tvfo aspects, the conclusions of 
the estimate might be considered dubious.
